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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection 
to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description, line 161-164: 262, 
263, 264 and 265. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to for failing to use descriptive language along each reference 
numeral to identify each element of the drawing. For instance, 241 is a mapper, descriptive 
language "mapper" should be used along with "241" to identify that element as such. A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance.

4. Page 3, line 80 refers to element "201" as "directional coupler". However, fig. 2 shows 
element "201" pointing at a feedbak line. 

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "371" has been used to designate both an IFFT and an amplifier. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the specification 
needs to be amended to change "a" to "an" before average, epsilon and alpha see for instance, 
lines 149-151. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1-7 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1, line 9, "a" 
should be "the/said". The same comment applies to lines 11,13 and 15 and claim 2, lines 12, 14, 
16, and 18 and claim 5, lines 13, 15, 17 and 19. Claim 2, line 9, "a" should be "an". Claim 3, 
lines 1, 7-9. Claim 5, line 20, recites "repeating steps" however, it is noted that claim 5 is an 
apparatus that does not include steps. Claim 4, the step of squaring should be recited before the 
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step of sampling so as to be consistent with the drawing fig. 2, element 203 and 205 and 
specification, lines 81-83. Claim 5, line 9, "an" is mistyped as "a". The same comment applies to 
claim 6, line 1, 7, 9 and 11. Claim 7, font is not uniform. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

9. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The limitation "alpha, epsilon and gain" is not defined. The same comment applies to claims 2-5. 
In addition, the limitations "first alpha, first epsilon and first gain" and "second alpha, second 
epsilon and second gain", recited in claims 3 and 6, are undefined. Any claim whose base claim 
is rejected is likewise rejected. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-7 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
